The premier stayed mum this 
weekend on a last-ditch con¬ 
tract offered up by the Alberta 
Teachers’ Association, but the 
head of the ATA said educators 
have no immediate plans to 
man the picket hnes. 

“We are nowhere near 
even talking about work ac¬ 
tion,” imion president Carol 
Henderson said on Sunday 

The education ministry has 
aheady rejected the ATA pro¬ 
posal, which offers a two-year 
freeze on teacher salaiy grids 
but restricts “assigned” hours 
for members to 1,200 per year. 

A spokesperson for Educa¬ 
tion Minister Jeff Johnson con¬ 
firmed via email on Sunday 
that there have been no new 
developments since both par¬ 
ties called news conferences 
on Friday 

Henderson has made it 
clear the ATA would wait 
imtil Monday for word from 
Premier Alison Redford before 
moving negotiations to local 
bargaining. 

“We haven’t heard 
an 3 Ahing,” she said. “There 
are things teachers are being 
asked to do that are over and 
above the requirements that 
aheady come with teach¬ 
ing a veiy diverse group of 
students.” 

But Jacquie Hansen, 
president of the Alberta 
School Boards Association, 
which had also been involved 
in the tripartite talks, said she 
was caught off-guard by the 
actions of the ATA and ques¬ 
tioned what would happen 
to teachers wanting to put in 
extra hours to assist students 
and their schools. 

“We are not even sure 
what punitive measures 
would be put in place.... We 
have seen proof that capping 
teacher hours does not work.”

Disabled adult transit 
service. 98,000 of

More than 10 per cent of trips 
on the city’s disabled adult 
transit service (DATS) are to 
and from hospitals, leaving 
one city coimcillor wondering 
if the province shouldn’t be 
picking up some of the cost. 
Coun. Amarjeet Sohi asked 


about use of the DATS service 
for medical needs as part of 
the 2013 budget discussions, 
and administration confirmed 
that of the 927,000 trips the 
service provided last year, 
98,000 of them were to and 
from city hospitals. 

City administration said 
that might not include other 
medical appointments, but a 
survey of DATS riders found 
that 72 per cent of them used 
DATS for medical purposes. 

Sohi said with the use of 
the service likely to rise as Ed¬ 
monton’s population ages, it 
makes sense to ask the prov¬ 
ince to absorb some of the 
cost. 

“What I am trying to get at 


is how do we get the province 
involved in this, because, as 
you see by the number of trips 
that are health-related, there 
is a role for the province to 
play,” he said. 

The 98,000 trips to or from 
city hospitals cost the city $2.7 
milhon out of a total program 
budget of $28 milhon. 

Sohi said the service is im¬ 
portant and he believes the 
city should be involved, but 
with so many of the appoint¬ 
ments clearly for medical rea¬ 
sons, the province should step 
in as well. 

“We take pride that we pro¬ 
vide this service and Edmon¬ 
tonians value the service and 
so does city council,” he said.

• Of the 98,000 visits to 
Edmonton-area 
hospitals in 2011, 
50,000 of those were 
for dialysis patients in 
need of treatment, city 
administration reports.

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Worldwide pollution 
levels on the rise 


Global warming. 

Scientists say C 02 
increase means it’s 
unlikely that countries 
will meet reduction 
targets 


The amount of heat-trapping 
pollution the world spewed 
rose again last year by three 
per cent. Scientists say it’s 
now unlikely that global 
warming can be limited to a 
couple of degrees, which is 
an international goal. 

The overwhelming major¬ 
ity of the increase was from 
China, the world’s biggest 
carbon dioxide polluter. Of 
the planet’s top 10 polluters, 
the United States and Ger¬ 
many were the only coun¬ 
tries that reduced their car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions. 

Last year, all the world’s 
nations combined pumped 
nearly 38.2 billion tons of 
carbon dioxide into the air 
from the burning of fossil 
fuels such as coal and oil, ac¬ 
cording to new international 
calculations on global emis¬ 
sions published Sunday in 
the journal Nature Climate 
Change. That’s about a bil¬ 
lion tons more than the pre¬ 
vious year. 

The total amounts to more 
than 1.1 million kilograms of 
carbon dioxide released into 
the air every second. 

Because emissions of the 
key greenhouse gas have 
been rising steadily and 
most carbon stays in the air 
for a century, it is not just 
unlikely but “rather optimis¬ 
tic” to think that the world 
can limit future temperature 
increases to two degrees Cel¬ 
sius, said the study’s lead au¬ 
thor, Glen Peters at the Gen- 
ter for International Climate 
and Environmental Research 
in Oslo, Norway. 

Three years ago, nearly 
200 nations set the two-de¬ 
grees temperature goal in a 
non-binding agreement.

from the federal Public 
Safety Department and the 
provinces. 

Although the paper was 
completed in May 2010, it 
was released only now to The 
Canadian Press under the Ac¬ 
cess to Information Act. 

RCMP spokesperson Lau¬ 


rence Trottier — while pro¬ 
viding few details — con¬ 
firmed that at least some 
changes have already been 
introduced. Trottier added 
that the witness protection 
program “continues to rapid¬ 
ly evolve.” 

The program, admin¬ 
istered by the Mounties, 
provides measures ranging 
from short-term protection 
to permanent relocation and 
identity changes. The RCMP 
spent more than $9 million 
on the program in 2011-12. 

Revelations five years ago 
that a protectee committed 
murder while in the pro¬ 
gram triggered a review and 
discussion that continues to 
this day. 

Several provinces have 
their own witness protection 
programs, but often they pro¬ 
vide only short-term assist¬ 
ance. In addition, obtaining 
new federal identity docu¬ 
ments for protectees requires 
co-operation with the Moun¬ 
ties.

Commission says *no’ to building code 
changes for wildfire-prone areas 


A federal commission has re¬ 
jected proposals to change 
Canada’s national construc¬ 
tion codes to better protect 
communities from destructive 
wildfires. 

The changes would have re¬ 
quired builders in areas prone 


to forest fires to use less flam¬ 
mable building materials, to 
space buildings farther apart 
and to keep them clear of trees 
and vegetation. 

“The majority of the prov¬ 
inces said, ‘No, you can’t put this 
in the building codes because 


we couldn’t enforce it,”’ Phihp 
Rizcallah, of the Canadian Com¬ 
mission on Building and Fire 
Codes, said. “They felt it would 
be very difficult to go in there 
and mandate the type of siding 
somebody put on their house.”

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Egypt's top judges strike 
over courthouse blockade 


Power play. Morsi 
supporters rally to stop 
judges from ruling on 
constitutional bias 


Eg37pt’s top court suspended 
its work indefinitely to 
protest “psychological and 
physical pressures” after 
supporters of the Islamist 
president prevented judges 
from entering the court¬ 
house Sunday to rule on the 
legitimacy of a disputed con¬ 
stitutional assembly. 

The decision by the Su¬ 
preme Constitutional Court 
(SCC) is the latest twist in 
a worsening political crisis 
pitting President Moham¬ 
med Morsi and his allies 
against the mostly secular 
opposition and the power¬ 
ful judiciary. The standoff 
began when Morsi issued 
decrees on Nov. 22 that gave 
him sweeping powers and 
granted the president — and 
the constitutional commit¬ 
tee — immunity from the 
courts. 

The Islamist-dominated 
panel drafting the new con¬ 
stitution then raced in a 
marathon session last week 
to vote on the charter’s 236 
clauses without the partici¬ 
pation of liberal and Chris¬ 
tian members. The fast-track 
hearing pre-empted a deci¬ 
sion expected from the SCC 
on whether to dissolve the 
committee. The judges on 
Sunday postponed their rul¬ 
ing on that case. 

The draft has a distinct¬ 
ive Islamic bent — enough

to worry many that civil 
liberties could be restricted, 
though its provisions for en¬ 
forcing Shariah, or Islamic 
law, are not as firm as ultra¬ 
conservatives wished. 

The panel’s chairman, 
Islamist Hossam al-Ghiryani, 
kept the voting at a rapid 
clip, badgering members to 
drop disputes and objections 
and move on. At times the 
process appeared slap-dash, 
with fixes to missing phras¬ 
ing and even several en¬ 
tirely new articles proposed, 
written and voted on in the 
hours just before sunrise. 

A day earlier, Morsi an¬ 
nounced a referendum on 
the draft charter on Dec. 15 
despite opposition protests 
and questions about the 
document’s legitimacy. 

The president’s seizure of 
vast powers has galvanized 
Egypt’s disparate opposition 
groups, who have united in 
their demands that Morsi re¬ 
scind the decrees and create 
a constituent assembly that 
is more balanced and inclu¬ 
sive. 

Having already held 
mass rallies last week in 
Cairo that drew as many 
as 200,000 people, the op¬ 
position parties and activist 
groups have now called for a 
march Tuesday on the presi¬ 
dential palace in Cairo’s 
Heliopolis district as a “last 
warning.” 

Morsi’s supporters coun¬ 
tered the opposition rallies 
with a 100,000-strong rally 
in Cairo on Saturday to 
voice their support for the 
president and the draft con¬ 
stitution. Islamists boasted 
their turnout showed that 
the public supports the push 
by the country’s first freely 
elected president to quickly 
bring a constitution and pro¬ 
vide stability after nearly 
two years of turmoil. 

But the dispute has polar¬ 
ized an already deeply div¬ 
ided Egyptian public, and 


thrown the country — al¬ 
ready suffering from rising 
crime and economic woes — 
into its worst turmoil since 
Morsi took office in June. 

Supporters of Morsi, 
who hails from the Islamic 
fundamentalist Muslim 
Brotherhood, claim that the 
court’s judges are loyalists 
of ousted president Hosni 
Mubarak, who appointed 
them. Morsi’s backers ac¬ 
cuse the judges of trying to 
derail Egypt’s transition to 
democratic rule. 

The court statement said 
the judges approached the 
court but decided against en¬ 
tering the building because 
they feared for their safety. 

“The judges of the Su¬ 
preme Constitutional Court 
were left with no choice but 
to announce to the glorious 
people of Egypt that they 
cannot carry out their sacred 
mission in this charged 
atmosphere,” said the state¬ 
ment, which was carried by 
the MENA state news agency. 

The judges also had been 
expected Sunday to rule on 
the legitimacy of the Islam¬ 
ist-dominated upper house 
of parliament, known as the 
Shura Council. 

By suspending its work, 
the court joined the coun¬ 
try’s highest appeals court 
and its sister lower court in 
their indefinite strike to pro¬ 
test what they see as Morsi’s 
infringement on the judi¬ 
ciary. Most judges and pros¬ 
ecutors in the country have 
been on strike for a week. 

The strikes by the judges 
is indefinite and there have 
been calls within their ranks 
to extend their action to a 
boycott of overseeing the 
Dec. 15 referendum, some¬ 
thing that would further 
question the legitimacy of 
the entire process. The op¬ 
position is likely to call on 
its supporters to boycott the 
vote. 
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Israel to withhold tax 
transfer to Palestinians 


Reprisal. Plans also 
set in motion to build 
thousands of housing 
units in territory key to 
Palestinian efforts 


Israel on Sunday roundly re¬ 
jected the United Nations’ en¬ 
dorsement of an independent 
state of Palestine, announ¬ 
cing it would withhold more 
than $100 million collected 
for the Palestinian govern¬ 
ment to pay debts to Israeli 
companies. 

It was the second act of 
reprisal since the UN General 
Assembly voted on Thurs¬ 
day to support Palestinian 
statehood. The following 
day, Israel announced plans 
to build thousands of settle¬ 
ment homes, including the 
first-ever developments on a 
sensitive piece of land near 
Jerusalem. 

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu declared 
the campaign, led by Pales¬ 
tinian President Mahmoud 
Abbas, “a gross violation of 
the agreements signed with 
... Israel.” 

Abbas returned Sunday 



to a hero’s welcome in the 
West Bank city of Ramallah. 
Some 5,000 people thronged 
a square outside his head¬ 
quarters. 

“We now have a state,” 
he said. “The world has said 
loudly, ‘Yes to the state of Pal¬ 
estine.’” 

Abbas warned of “creative 
punishments” by Israel. Refer¬ 
ring to the latest settlement 
plans, he said, “We have to 
realize that your victory has 
provoked the powers of war, 
occupation and settlements.” 

The UN resolution en¬ 


dorsed the Palestinian pos¬ 
ition that its state includes 
the West Bank, east Jerusa¬ 
lem and Gaza Strip, territor¬ 
ies captured by Israel. 

In response. Finance Min¬ 
ister Yuval Steinitz said the 
government would withhold 
taxes and customs collected 
from Palestinian labourers 
and businesses on behalf of 
Abbas’s Palestinian Authority. 

The money will be used to 
help pay off the authority’s 
debts to Israel, government 
officials said. This month, 
more than $100 million was 
to have been transferred. 
Steinitz said Israel would de¬ 
cide later whether to with¬ 
hold future transfers. 

Israel announced Friday 
that it would press ahead 
plans to build 3,000 housing 
units in the West Bank and 
east Jerusalem, the core of 
the Palestinians’ hoped-for 
state. 

It also vowed to dust off 
a master plan to build apart¬ 
ments and hotels on the 
section of territory east of 
Jerusalem. Palestinians have 
warned such construction 
would doom the creation of a 
viable state of Palestine.

Intelligence. Navy 
struggles to explain lost 
and found sensitive data 


Electronic records detailing 
the planned overhaul of Gan- 
adian naval intelligence — cre¬ 
ated when admitted spy Jeffrey 
Delisle was at the height of his 
treachery—were deleted from 
a National Defence database. 

Two PowerPoint presenta¬ 
tions, aimed at explaining the 
overhaul to intelligence ana¬ 
lysts, were reported deleted 
when copies were requested 
earlier tMs year by The Gan- 
adian Press. 

Military officials described 
the deletions as a clerical error. 

The navy later claimed 
some copies had survived in 
email accounts. 

“We should be asking ques¬ 
tions, absolutely,” said retired 
colonel and mihtary law expert 
Michel Drapeau. 

“I mean, naval intelligence 


goes to the security of the 
coimtiy, security of people, of 
our Armed Forces. They are 
issues of national interest.” 

Questions about the de¬ 
letion come at a time when the 
military’s entire handling of 
sensitive data is imder scrutiny. 

Last week, court records 
released in the Dehsle case 
showed the naval officer re¬ 
tained top-secret access even 
though his security clearance 
had lapsed and that prior 
screenings had failed to pick 
up red flags in his personal life. 

Dehsle had been working at 
HMGS Trinity, a top-secret intel- 
hgence centre in Halifax, when 
he was arrested last January for 
passing classified information 
over to Russia over a five-year 
period. He pleaded guilty in Oc¬ 
tober.

Death sentence for 
Canadian resident 
suspended: Lawyer 

A lawyer for Ganadian 
resident Saeed Malekpour 
said that the computer pro¬ 
grammer’s death sentence 
on charges of creating a 
network of pom websites 
has been suspended in Iran. 

The plea coincided with 
Eid al-Fitr, a day of peace¬ 
making and charity that 
marks the end of Ramadan, 
when Iran has sometimes 
pardoned prisoners. 

Amnesty International 
and several activists have 
expressed caution, reserv¬ 
ing judgement for proof of 
the suspension. Iran has in 
the past reversed decisions 
for clemency. 

Malekpour has main¬ 
tained that a software 
program he created while 
in Ganada was used with¬ 
out his knowledge to post 
pornography But he was 
nevertheless allegedly tor¬ 
tured for a confession and 
charged with “insulting 
and desecrating Islam.” 

After a 2010 trial vddely 
condemned as unfair — 
and in which he was forbid¬ 
den to defend himself — he 
was condemned to death. 
After two years on death

The South Korean busi¬ 
nessman supplied compon¬ 
ents to American automakers 
for a decade.

In just five years, China 


has surpassed the U.S. as a 
trading partner for much 
of the world, including U.S. 
allies such as South Korea 
and Australia, according to 
an Associated Press analysis 
of trade data. As recently as 
2006, the U.S. was the larger 
trading partner for 127 coun¬ 
tries, versus just 70 for China. 
By last year the two had clear¬ 
ly traded places: 124 coun¬ 
tries for China, 76 for the U.S. 

In the most abrupt global 
shift of its kind since the 
Second World War, the trend 
is changing the way people 
live and do business from 
Africa to Arizona, as farmers 
plant more soybeans to sell to 
China and students sign up to 
learn Mandarin. 


Trade secrets. Couple 
convicted of stealing info 
on hybrid car technology 


A former General Motors en¬ 
gineer with access to the auto¬ 
maker’s hybrid technology 
was convicted along with her 
husband of stealing trade se¬ 
crets for possible use in China. 

Shanshan Du won a trans¬ 
fer within CM in 2003 to be 
closer to the technology and 
then copied documents until 
she accepted a severance offer 
and left the company in 2005, 
prosecutors said. 

Du, 54, and Yu Qin, 51, were 
found guilty Friday by a feder¬ 
al jury in Detroit after a trial 


that lasted weeks. Qin also was 
convicted of wire fraud and at¬ 
tempting to obstruct justice by 
shredding documents. 

Du faces up to 10 years in 
prison, while her husband 
faces up to 30. No sentencing 
date has been set. 

The government doesn’t 
beheve the information ever 
made it to China, although 
Qin had set up his own com¬ 
pany and claimed to have 
made contact with GM com¬ 
petitors.

China approves 
Wanxiang bid to 
buy U.S.’s A 123

Ministry’s approval of the 
bid was announced by

Agency on Sunday. Wanxi¬ 
ang is interested in bu 3 dng 
substantially all of the 
assets of A123, which is 
based in Massachusetts. 

It will have to compete 
with other bidders, includ¬ 
ing Johnson Controls Inc., a 
U.S. auto-parts maker that 
has offered $125 million for 
A123’s automotive assets. 

A court hearing to con¬ 
sider approving the asset 
sale is set for Dec. 11.

Shin’s ENA In¬ 
dustry Co. made half its sales 
of rubber and plastic parts to 
U.S. factories. But his plans 
call for China, which over¬ 
took the U.S. as the biggest 
auto market in 2009, to rise 
five-fold to 30 per cent of its 
total by 2015. 

“The United States is a 
tiger with no power,” Shin 
said in his office, where three 
walls are lined with books, 
many about China. “Nobody 
can deny that China is the one 
now rising.” the associated press 


The Bank of Canada is expected 
to announce this week that 
it is leaving interest rates un¬ 
changed and continue to give 
the impression that it’s in no 
rush to move them off ultra- 
low levels. 

Economists are confident 
the bank will continue to keep 
its key interest rate imchanged 
at one per cent.

Obama’s pipeline decision may be indicative

It’s a decision U.S. President 
Barack Obama put off during 
the 2012 campaign, but now 
that he’s won a second term, 
his next move on a proposed 
oil pipeline between the U.S. 
and Canada may signal how 
he will deal with climate 
and energy issues in the four 
years ahead. 

Obama is facing increas¬ 
ing pressure to determine the 
fate of the $7-bilhon Keystone 
XL project, with environ¬ 
mental activists and oil pro¬ 
ducers each holding out hope 
that the president, freed from 
the political constraints of re- 
election, will side with them 
on this and countless other 
related issues down the road. 

On its surface, it’s a choice 
between the promise of jobs 
and economic growth, and 
environmental concerns. But 
it’s also become a proxy for a 
broader fight over American 
energy consumption and cli¬ 
mate change, amplified by 


Superstorm Sandy and the 
conclusion of an election that 
was all about the economy. 

“The broader climate 
movement is absolutely look¬ 
ing at this administration’s 
Keystone XL decision as a 
really significant decision to 
signal that dirty fuels are not 
acceptable in the U.S.,” said 
Danielle Droitsch, a senior 
attorney with the Natural Re¬ 
sources Defence Gouncil. 

Once content with delays, 
opponents have launched 
protests in recent weeks at 
the White House and in Texas 
urging Obama to kill the pro¬ 
ject. On Gapitol Hill, support 
for the pipeline appears to be 
gaining. 

But Obama has shown 
little urgency about the 
pipeline, which would carry 
crude oil about 2,700 kilo¬ 
metres from western Ganada 
to Texas Gulf Goast refineries. 

The pipeline became an 
issue in the campaign and 


Obama put it on hold while a 
plan was worked out to avoid 
routing it through Nebraska’s 
environmentally sensitive 
Sandhills region. 

TransGanada, the com¬ 
pany appl 3 dng to build it, 
revised the route, but that 
caused the lengthy environ¬ 
mental review process to 


start over. In the meantime, 
the company split the pro¬ 
ject into two parts, starting 
construction in August on a 
southern segment between 
Oklahoma and Texas even as 
it waits for approval for the 
northern segment that cross¬ 
es the Ganadian border.

You 
don’t create a brand and then hope you can come up with 
something that meets the brand promise. How about the 
folks at city hall actually work really hard at making this 
city truly interesting to Edmontonians and, once they have 
achieved that, they could tell the world about why it should 
check us out? 

Even more interesting was Kerry Diotte’s posting of the 
questions about the budget that he and other councillors 
asked the civic administration and the answers it provided. 

Some interesting items to note: Edmonton is fifth in tax 
and utility charges of eight major Canadian cities; surpris¬ 
ingly, Calgary is the lowest though it deals with many of 
the same issues as Edmonton, has a much more expansive 
road system and a much more developed rapid transit sys¬ 
tem; our taxes and utility charges are higher than Montreal 
and a paltry $15 lower than Vancouver’s. 

Some other interesting information is the projected 
36.5 per cent increase in the budget for corporate com¬ 
munications from $6.7 million to $9.2 million. Much of 
this increase is related to the branding exercise. And what 
will that branding exercise entail? According to the civic 
administration “the task force will undertake extensive 
consultation in 2013 to learn more about what makes 
Edmontonians proud of their city. This will be used as the 
basis for an external marketing strategy and inspire citizens 
to more actively share and express their love of their city.” 
Now there’s a lofty objective. Wonder if the work will be 
tendered given that last year more than 60 per cent of 
contracts weren’t. 

There’s a lot more surprising information in Diotte’s 
post. If you are interested in where your tax dollars are 
going and who is concerned enough to ask questions, go to 
Diotte’s website and take a look, provided you can stand the 
shock and awe. 



Blowing up the Kremlin 


Secret-code letter 
by Napoleon 
auctioned off 

A secret-code letter sent in 
1812 by Napoleon Bona¬ 
parte boasting that his 
French forces would blow 
up Moscow’s Kremlin has 
sold at auction for 10 times 
its estimated pre-sale price. 

A Paris museum — the 
Museum of Letters and 
Manuscripts — was final¬ 
izing its purchase of the 
Oct. 20, 1812, document 
for $243,500 US, includ¬ 
ing fees. That’s far above 
the pre-sale estimate of 
$19,500 US. 

Auctioneers at Fontaine¬ 
bleau Auction House south 
of Paris say the letter sold 
Sunday is unique.

On Wednesday, the two most 
popular items on my Face- 
book site were a picture of a 
kimono-wearing David Bowie 
pla 3 dng ping-pong, the other 
a mention of my upcoming 
interview with Malcolm Mc¬ 
Dowell. 

My reference to McDow¬ 
ell, the menacing actor who 
famously played the man 
who killed Captain Kirk in 
Star Trek: Generations and 
became an icon starring as 
Alex DeLarge in A Clockwork 
Orange, drew dozens of com¬ 
ments. 

The interview was meant 
to promote Silent Night, a 
Winnipeg-shot slasher flick 
about a killer Santa Claus, on 
DVD next week, but before 
we get into talking about the 
film, however, 1 tell him about 
the postings. He connects the 
dots between table tennis and 
his most famous film. 

It seems director Stanley 
Kubrick and McDowell played 
ping-pong on the set of A 
Clockwork Orange. When 1 
ask who usually won, he said: 

“He never ever took a set 



from me. I wiped the floor 
with him with such great rel¬ 
ish because it was the only 
thing 1 could really beat him 
at. He was tormenting me as 
the character and Fm sure 
deep down he enjoyed it. He 
was a little bit sadistic. I went 
through quite a lot of nasty 
injuries from the eye thing 
and horrible things like being 
dunked in water and almost 


drowned. There was a lot of 
physical abuse. So when I 
could get my own back, I real¬ 
ly loved it.” 

When I ask if he still plays 
the game, he replies, “No, I 
haven’t played in years.” 

Hasn’t had time 1 guess. 

An on-going role in the ser¬ 
ies Franklin and Bush and 17 
other IMDB credits for 2012 
alone are proof that at age 


69, he keeps as busy as most 
actors half his age. He says 
Silent Night was a welcome 
change, however. 

Usually cast as a baddie, he 
was chuffed to play the brave 
sheriff of a town terrorized by 
a sla 3 dng Santa. “Without pan¬ 
dering to the audience, I just 
wanted to bring a little light¬ 
ness and humour to it with¬ 
out chewing the scenery,” he 


says. “Well, not too much.” 

Not that he’s unhappy 
pla 3 dng villains. “In my early 
career, 1 started pla 3 dng heav¬ 
ies,” he says. “Clockwork 
Orange is one of the great 
heavies. If I had been play¬ 
ing heroic t 3 q)es I would have 
had a very short career. Play¬ 
ing heavies has allowed me 
to work no matter what my 
age.”

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Twain shows she’s Still The 
One after eight-year break 


standing ovation. 

Canadian country 
star overwhelmed by 
adoring fans during 
emotional comeback 
concert in Las Vegas 


Shania Twain roared into her 
first live show in more than 
eight years perched atop a ghs- 
tening motorcycle on Saturday, 
dangling on wires at least three 
metres in the air in a sequined 
black catsuit, her thick brown 
hair fiowing behind her. 

Without singing a word, 
she then received her first 
standing ovation from an ador¬ 
ing Caesars Palace audience. 
Shania was back. And her new 
Las Vegas digs seemed an even 
better fit for the Canadian-bred 
coimtiy starlet than the skin¬ 
tight costume she wore as she 
stomped her thigh-high black 
boots back across the stage 
for the first time since July 
2004. Next, fierce guitars cut 
like buzzsaws as her 13-piece 
band launched into I’m Gonna 
Getcha Good and Twain strut¬ 
ted about the stage as if she’d 


never left. 

But of course, she did leave 

— and she didn’t let the sold- 
out crowd forget that they were 
witnessing a tough, triumph¬ 
ant moment for the 47-year-old 
many still consider the Queen 
of Country. 

“Thank you. Thank you so 
much — you guys are going to 
get me all emotional, and then 
my eyelashes are going to fall 
off,” said Twain, dabbing at her 
eyes as she addressed the audi¬ 
ence for the first time. 

And yet, this 100-minute 
show — titled Shania: StiU The 
One — was at once a callback 
to one of the most successful 
runs in recent music history 
as well as a chic, cheeky look 
toward a new era in Twain’s 
career. 

And she certainly looked 
rejuvenated. She laughed often 

— even when it threatened to 
throw off her delicate diction 

— she blew kisses, she waded 
into the crowd, she mimed 
cymbal smashes and occasion¬ 
ally tossed off seemingly im¬ 
provised dance moves imbued 
with the spontaneous joy of 
someone lost in the moment. 

“You guys having a good 


time so far?” she asked halfway 
through her set. 

“I hope so, ’cause that’s the 
only reason I do this. ... Other¬ 
wise I would just stay on my 
lonesome and sing.” 

Yes, Twain stiff effortlessly 
projected the warmly access¬ 
ible cowgirl next door, even 
while wholeheartedly embra¬ 
cing the glitz and sizzle ex¬ 
pected on the Las Vegas Strip. 
She first sent a jolt through 
the crowd by charging onstage 
on the back of a black stalffon 
before launching into a rowdy 
take on Ain’t No Quitter with 
the stage decorated to look like 
a Wild West saloon. 

During That Don’t Impress 
Me Much, meanwhile, huge 
metal pipes churned out 
smoke on either side of the 
stage while snarling leopards 
were projected on the walls. 

And during You’re Still 
the One, she trotted onstage 
on a different horse, a white 
equine this time, before gent¬ 
ly frolicking with it through¬ 
out the performance, confetti 
shaped like snowflakes fall¬ 
ing from the sky. 

Saturday’s show was extra 
meaningful in part because 


Twain has been in vocal re¬ 
habilitation for years, since 
reporting the sudden loss of 
her voice following her pain¬ 
ful split from studio wizard 
and key creative collaborator 
Robert (Mutt) Lange. If Twain 
showed hints of rust in her 
voice early, she only sounded 
more robust and comfortable 
as the gig went on, setting an 
especially lofty mark for her¬ 
self during a lovely version of 
From This Moment On. 

While the show was a 
family friendly affair. Twain 
also proved that, after near¬ 
ly a decade spent out of the 
public eye, she’s still not shy 
about tapping into the power 
of her sex appeal — and this 
is, after all, Vegas. 

Twain’s initial tour run 
will include 10 performances 
through Dec. 15, with the 
next 14-show engagement 
beginning March 19. 

And the fact that Come 
On Over is still the best¬ 
selling studio album by a 
female act and best-selling 
country album of all time, 
she shouldn’t have a problem 
selling all dates out.

Little swimmers 

Beyond sleeping soundly, 
new research suggests kids 
who swim also hit develop¬ 
mental milestones earlier 
than their landlocked peers. 

The Griffith Institute for 
Educational Research pooled 
together three years’ worth

Zealand and the U.S. in the 
most comprehensive study 
on the impact of early years 
swimming.

It’s 2:03 a.m. and I’m wide¬ 
awake. My mind keeps re¬ 
playing a conversation my 
husband and I had with our 
six-year-old son, who told us he 
was being bullied at school. 

It was the hardest, most gut- 
wrenching conversation I’ve 
ever had. My son was a happy, 
optimistic kid who recently 
had turned into an angiy, 
moody and argumentative 
shell of himself. For the longest 
time, I blamed myself for going 
back to work. I wish my job was 
the reason behind the change. 

He was afraid of recess. He 
didn’t want to be pushed or 
called an idiot and a baby. 

The worst part was that he 
was starting to believe these 
words. He said, “I know you 
keep saying that they are just 
words and I should ignore 
them, but sometimes the words 
are just too strong and my 
brain tells me to believe them. 
Maybe I am the world’s worst 
boy and I don’t deserve to be at 


that school or in this family. Or 
maybe I shouldn’t even be on 
this earth. Those boys are mak¬ 
ing my life shorter. I feel that in 
my head.” 

No six-year-old should 
ever say these words. No child 
should feel afraid to go to 
school — ever. 

I now have a heightened 
sense of urgency to find a bully¬ 
ing solution. I get that kids will 
be kids, but this generation 
seems to be increasingly filled 
with kids who push and test 
the boimdaries with no true 
sense of what consequences 
their actions will have. 

Schools need the resources 
and support to deal with this 
ever-growing problem. Parents 
need to be more proactive. 

We need to talk to our kids 
about being bullied, what bully¬ 
ing is and what it does. We 
need to keep the lines of com¬ 
munication open and keep the 
dialogue going until it sinks in. 

Before he finally fell asleep, 
my son asked if we were mad 
at him for telling us what was 
bothering him. We both told 
him how incredibly proud of 
him we were because we knew 
how hard it was for him to tell 
us, especially since it had been 
bothering him for such a long 
time. We told him we thought 
he was very brave. He cried. 

We cried. We exchanged I love 
yous and extra long hugs. 


I stayed with him imtil he 
fell asleep, just staring, watch¬ 
ing him breathe and hoping 
that his mind would be filled 


with nothing but good dreams 
while he slept. And I wished 
that in the morning he would 
turn back into that happy.

The garnishes for this Tor¬ 
tilla, Sauteed Corn and Plum 
Tomato Soup make it a real 
Tex-Mex favourite as well as a 
beautiful-looking soup. 

It’s a great starter to a 
main course of fajitas, bur- 
ritos or quesadillas. 

I buy flavoured tortillas 
in bulk and freeze them. 

To defrost, place the en¬ 
tire package in the micro- 
wave oven and heat on high 
for 30 seconds, or just until 
you can break away the 
number you need.

Bring to a boil, reduce the 
heat to a simmer and cook 
for 12 minutes.

“As far as pla 5 dng the game, 
1 thought that was the best for 
us to do, because that’s what 
we do,” Crennel said, tears 
forming in the corner of his 
eyes. “We’re football play¬ 
ers and football coaches and 
that’s what we do, we play on 
Sunday.” 

Cam Newton threw for 
232 yards and three touch¬ 
downs for the Panthers (3-9), 
who were informed the game 
would be played as scheduled 
while they were heading to 
Kansas City on Saturday. 

DeAngelo Williams added 



67 yards rushing for the Pan¬ 
thers, canying the load with 
Jonathan Stewart out with 
an injury. Steve Smith, Greg 
Olsen and Louis Murphy 
caught TD passes. 

“You definitely feel for 
them. What they are going 
through is tragic,” Olsen said. 
“But we have a job to do. Our 
job is to come here and pre¬ 
pare to win. They wouldn’t 
expect any less.”
